Canada 8 Needs 
ul 
No. 5—Cheaper Transportation 

In preceding articles in this series Canada’s need of a larger population, 
of a return of agricultural prosperity, of worl@ markets for its products, and 
of a greater employment of Canadian raw materials in home manufactures 
and domestic use has been pointed out and emphasized. As one means of 
bringing about the realization of all these improvements in our national life, 
Possibly too great stress cannot be laid upon the question which forms the 
subject matter of this article, namely, cheaper transportation. 

During the war years, and for a time following the Armistice, there was 
Steady and rapid advances in rates charged by the railways of the country 
both for the carriage of passengers and freight. Rates went up by leaps 
and bounds until they far surpassed anything known previous to 1914. No 
doubt advances were inevitable and necessary under the unprecedented con- 
ditions created by the war and ‘the financial and commercial upheavel follow- 
ing those years of destruction. But the culminative effect has been to place 
such a heavy burden upon production and business as to constitute a handi- 
cap under which all industry now languishes., 

The burden of excessively high transportation costs must now be remov- 
ed as a first'and necessary step to a resumption of that activity throughout 
the whole business world which is essential to a return of prosperity and 
plenty of employment for all. 

While war-time high prices for labor and all commodities prevailed, bust- 
mess could carry the burden of high transportation charges Two dollars a 
bushel wheat could bear a heavy freight rate and yet leave a profit to the 
farmer, but wheat which realizes a dollar a bushel or less cannot pay the 
fame price as two dollar wheat and still leave a margin of profit to the 
grower. And what is true of wheat is equally true in the case of livestock 
and of all articles of commerce. Yet while the prices of all articles produc- 
ed by the farmer have enormously decreased, there has been practically no 
decrease in the charges he has to pay to get his products to market, nor on 
the necessities of life which he must buy. 

The result is that the prevailing high transportation charges are throt- 
tling business and ruining the producers of the country Inevitably and ulti- 
mately the railways themselves must suffer. If production continues unpro- 
fitable it will cease, or at all events be largely decreased. Decreased pro- 
Guction means less traffic for the railways, and a lowered buying power of 
the people which will mean a smaller consumption of the products of the 
factories, and a general reduction in business and traffic all round. If the 
people are not prosperous, the railways cannot be 

The recently 


adopted unanimous resolution by the Saskatchewan Legis- 
lature demanding a reduction in freight rates, followed, as it is predicted it 
will be, by somewhat similar declarations by the Legislatures of Alberta and 
Manitoba; the demand voiced by the United Farmers of Manitoba and Al- 
berta, which will be re-echoed by Saskatchewan Grain Growers; the protests 
by leading newspapers in Toronto, Montreal and other large centres, and the 
emphatic declaration by Hon. R. E. Finn, solicitor for the Nova Scotia Gov- 
ernment and the Halifax Board of Trade before the Dominion Railway Com- 
mission, that, if the Maritime Provinces are to live industrially, and Con- 
federation itself not weakened, they must have lower freight rates, all go to 
prove that cheaper transportation is the crying need of the Dominion at the 
present time, and it must be provided withgut delay if widespread unrest and 
possible disaster is to be averted. 

In urging the immediate reduction of freight rates, there is nothing an- 
tagonistic to the railways Quite the reverse. Everybody eppreciates the 
fact that the railways cannot continue if operated at a loss. It is to the | 
interest of everybody that they should prove profitable and be maintained 
fully efficient, and that those who have invested their money and given their 
energy to such enterprises—whether it be private individuals or the nation 
{tself—are entitled to a just return. 

But if present conditions are not quickly remedied the railways will soon | 
be numbered among the greatest losers of all. 


The railways will be far 
better off with an increased and increasing volume of traffic at reasonable 
rates, than a restricted and dwindling volume at exorbitant rates. Should 
traffic continue to decline, the railways must lose unless rates are still further 


increased to cover such loss of traffic. Rates are almost prohibitive as it 
fs, and admittedly are restrictive of business. There is a point where high 
rates operate to decrea rather than increase profits, and that point has 
already be eached, if, indeed, it has not been passed

ICE INDUSTRY AT BANFF 


ICE OPERATIONS ON BOW 

The winter season at Banff, Al- 
berta, gives opportunity for the 
promotion of an extensive ice-indus-| 
try. It is unique as the only in-| 
dustry of its kind west of Selkirk, 
Manitoba. The ice-field on the Bow 
river is a hive of industry in the 
winter time. It is a tract two miles| 
in length and is leased for ten year| 
perieds. Operations begin as soon 
as the river freezes over, in the care 
given to keep the space clear of 
snow. The ice is marked by a line 
twe inches deep into cakes 22 by 44 
inches. An ice channe! is made at 
one side of the river and the cakes 
‘ar floated up to a bench for loading. 
About 60 men are employed in 
the work each season and they use 
such implements as 4 splitting bar. 


RIVER AT BANFF, , 
lowing a twe-inch mark chat is 
made early in the season around 
each piece. An ice needle is used 
for splitting the blocks at the bench 


and the ice monkey grasps the 
cakes out of the ice channe! and car- 
ries them up for loading. Ten cakes 
at a time are floated down the ice 
channel, each weighing about 00 
pounds, The output is about 25 cars 
a day and will be about thirty thou- 
sand tens for the season, Hach car 
holds 44 tons, and is shipped over 
the Canadian Pacific Railway. 
British Columbia is thus supplied 
with ice. It is used in the Okanagan 
Valley, at Kamloops, and the coast

Sir Ernest Shackleton — 
Dies En Route To 
Southern Polar Seas 


Montevideo, Uruguay—Sir Ernest 
Shackleton, the British explorer, died 
On board the steamship Quest, on 
which he was making another expedi- 
tion into the Antarctic regions. 

Death was due to angina pectoris 
and occurred when the Quest was off 
the Gritvicken station. 

The body was brought to Monte- 
video on board a Norwegian steamer 
and will be taken by another steamer 
to Europe. 

Captain L. Hussey, of the Quesi, 
will accompany the body home. 

Professor Gruvel and the other 
members of the explorer’s party will 
continue the expedition, 

Sir Ernest died on board the Quest, 


which was anchored off South Geor- 
gia Island. 
The previous night he had been 


slightly indisposed, but no uneasiness 
was felt for him. His medical needs 
were attended by Captain Hussey. 

At 3.30 o’clock onthe morning of 
January 5, Sir Ernest began to sink 
rapidly and despite all efforts by his 


attendants, he died within three 
minutes. 

The startling news of Sir Ernest 
Shackleton’s death spread rapidly 


though for a time it was impossible to 
obtain details owing to the reserve of 
those accompanying the body of the 
famous explorer. The desire first to 
acquaint the widow, who is in Lon- 
don, and King George, with the sad 
news was the cause of this reserve. 

Subcommander Frank will assume 
direction of the expedition, and Cap- 
tain Hussey will accompany the body 
of Sir Ernest to England so as to in- 
form the British Government fully, 
and at the s\me time deliver the ex 
plorer’s baggage and documents.

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Fruit And Vegetables 
Prepared By A New 
Method Of Evaporation 


The New York Independent recently 
published an account of what is call- 
ef a “Pocket Garden” taken to the 
Arctic seas. “When the MacMillan 
expedition packed up {ts goods and 
chattels a short time ago and depart- 
ed for Baffin Land and the Frozen 
North on a voyage of asctontific explor- 
ation, it carried along the first fresh 
fruits and vegetables ever to pene- 
trate to that barren country,” says 
The Independent. “Fresh spinach 
and green corn, new rhubarb tn the 
stalk for rhubarb pies, and raw cab- 
bage for salad were included. Can 
you imagine the scene? A midsum- 
mer dinner in the midst of {celocked 
fields and a group of fur-wrapped Ea- 
quimaux to wonder and comment on 
the strange delicacies of the white 
man’s table! Fresh food, months af- 
ter It has been pulled from the gar- 
den and eaten atill fresh in a land 
where no vegetation of any sort is 
found! How !s it accomplished? 
Every bit of it has been wrapped up 
elmply tn paper bags and stowed away 
with no greater precautions than the 
blankets or other luggage. Yet suf- 
ficient food has been carried along in 
this form to last each member of the 
party five months.” 

According to The Independent, this 
“Pocket Garden” was made possible 
by a new process of dehydration, 
which gets rid of the water fh fruits 
and vegetables without destroying the 
original flavor, so that by placing 
them in water for a few hours, they 
are restored to a condition of fresh- 
ness. This process is designed not for 
dehydration op a large scale in factor- 
fes, but for use on farms and in 
homes, 80 that the housewife, whether 
on the farm or in the town, can quitk- 
ly and ‘economicaily preserve fruits 
and vegetables for wintef use. 

Dehydrated fruit or evaporated 
fruit as it used*to be called, has not 
been received very favorably by the

In One Year a Single Grain Produced 
322,000 

An experiment to show the fecun- 
dity of a grain of wheat has just been 
concluded at the Official School of Ag 
riculture at Valledolid, Spain, with the 
result that one grain produced in a 
year 322,000 grains, 

At the end of July 100 grains were 
sown separately. At the end of Sep- 
tember the grains had developed an 
average of 12 shoots each. These 
were cut and transplanted and by the 
end of October each cutting furnished 
an average of eight shoots, which pro- 
duced sixty-five ears each, and each 
ear gave an average of fifty grains. 

A simple multiplication sum shows 
that each of the original grains plant- 
ed reproduced itself 12 by 8 to 65 by 
60, making a total of 322,000 grains.
